Deteriorated Plug Leads..

The high compression and faat- 
speeding engine in use to-day’ 
has raised. {he importance of the 
spark plug Jn. the proper opera- 
tion of the motor. Conaiderably 
greater.demand ‘is made upon it 
and a greater variety of plugs 
has been found necessary to fur- 
nish the best performance ‘under 
‘varying conditions. 

To operate the 
ciently, therefore,. the motorist 
should. become acquainted with 
proper spark plug operation and 
adjustment.

A large percentage of. engine 
trouble muy be traced’ to the 
spark plugs and eliminated. by 
knowing what {o do under - the 
circumstances, If the motor is 
hard to start, if it ‘misses at law 
idling speeds, If it is sluggish, if 
{t loses power on long runs, at 
high gpeed, on hills or on a hard 
pull, the spark plugs should be 
examined, Any. of these condi- 
tions may be due to dirty plugs. 

All that is needed to correct 
such faults is to clean the plugs 
or, if the car has gono some 
30,000 miles with the same spark 
plugs, to replace them with now 
ones. ‘This mileage {4 about the 
limit at which engineers - put the 
life of spark ‘plugs, After that 
they cannot. be expected to oper- 
ate efficiently. 

To clean spark plugs,’ Mill the 
lower part of the plug with aleo- 
hol; metal polish or equal parts 
of ammonia and water, ond let 
stand for a fey minutes, Rub 
the carbon from the insulator 
with 1 cloth-covered stiff wire or 
wooden peg. Then wipe the plug 
dry, Clean the pointa with em- 
ery cloth and adjust the points. 

Adjustment of, the spark 
plug .gap is important, 
gop for use in average motors 
should be not wider than .026 
inch, For high compression mo- 
tora it should be .020 inch.
